(irvaso spots can be washed out. 

IT To Demtkoy Flies.—T o one pint 
of milk add a quarter of a pound of raw 
sugar, and twit ounces of ground pe pper: 
simmer fh-im together eight or ten min¬ 
ute*. and place it about in shallow dishes. 
The tlics attack it greedily, and are soot! 
suffo-ateil. By this method, kitchens. 
&{*., may be krpt clear of Hies all snm- 
tmr, without the danger attending poi¬ 
son. It is easly tried. 

l.u V vrxisii for Vunw. Grape vines 
may be pruned at any period without 
danger from loss of bleeding, by simply 
covering the cut parts with varnish made 
bydissolvingstick-lacinalchohol. The lac 
xamish >nun dries, and forma an impene¬ 
trable coat to rain : it may also be ap¬ 
plied with advantage in coaling the 
wounds of young trees. 

Ct’RF FOR IS-tiBOWlSG XilU.—It ii 
stat.'il, by a correspondent, that cauter¬ 
ization by hot tallow is an immediate 
cure for in-growing nail*. He aars ; “The 
patient on whom I first tried this waa a 
young lady, who had been unable to put 
on s f hoe for several months, and decid¬ 
edly the wont case 1 have ever seep. 
The disease had deen of long-standing. 
The e-lge of the nail was deeply under¬ 
mined ; the grafelations formed a high 


ridge, partly covered with skin, and pta 
constantly oozed from the nail ;the whole 
- toe was swollen, and extremely tender and 
painful. My mode of proceeding was 
this : I put a very small piece of talluw 
in a spoon, and Seated it over a lamp 
until it became very hot, and dropped 
two or three drops between the nail and 
granulations. The effect was almost 
magical. Tain xml tenderness were at 
once relieved, ami in a few days the gran¬ 
ulations were all gone, the diseased parts 
dry and destitute of feeling, and the edge 
of the nail vapored so as to admit of bo- 
ing pared away without any inconveni¬ 
ence. The cure was complete, and the 
trouble never returned. 1 have tried this 
plan repeatedly since, with the most *ati>- 
factory results. The operation cause* 
hut little if any pain, if the tallow is prop¬ 
erly heated. A repetition might, in some 
case*, be necessary—although 1 never 
met with a case that did nut yield to one , 
application.” Admitting the theory of 
Hr. Lorinjor to he correct, the modus 
opera lull is very plainly to )*• seen The 
liquid cautery insinuates itself in every 
interstice, under the nail, accomplishing 
in one minute, without pain, all that ran 
be effected by the painful sppliration of 
nitrate of silver for several weeks.— Med- 
irul and Sttroiral Journal.

Tl»e disturbed condition of public af¬ 
fairs suggests grate thoughts for your 
I consideration. 

War is upon us. In olden times fam¬ 
ine was not an infrequent aivnmpani- 
ment of war: and to-day. considerable 
number* are leaving the plow to shoul¬ 
der the musket in support of the law*, 
the Constitution and the I 'nion. Thu«. 
naturally, production will be diminished, 
while cnnstimpliun must be greatly in¬ 
creased by the wa-te and deatrurtion in- 
cident to war. 

There seems, also, a probability that 
the nation* of Kunqie may soon be in- 
volved in war. and that bv this, the pri¬ 
ce* of provisions may Iw enhance it.— 
Maine in the peaceful yean jiast. haa 
rarely grown the whole of her bread. 

As a general policy. I Lave not hither¬ 
to recommended that a greater breadth 
be devoted to tillage crops, but rather 
leas, and that by improved culture, we 
insure a sutficieucy fur home use, and 
by the production of meat, of dairy- 
products and of wntd that we have some¬ 
thing to sell and wherewith to render 
our lands more fertile. 

t in-unisLam-es alter raw*. In emer¬ 
gencies, men arc expected to ad differ¬ 
ently from what they ulhvrwisc would.— 
t'nder ordinary circumsiani-e*, no farm¬ 
er could afford, as a matter of dollars 
and cents, to devote his labor, land and 
manure in the pnqiortion* which might 
be expected to result in only twenty- 
bushels of corn per acre, or other crupa 
proportionally small. Such a course 
would be wasteful. But when the ques¬ 
tion is not between good farming and 
bad fanning, but between fuod and star¬ 
vation or famine prices, (he proposition 
asf-utnes a different asped ; and for this 
reason I do earnestly recommend that 
at the present rime, increased attention 
be given to the direct production of hu¬ 
man food. It seems advisable also, that 
no stock be kept un our farms which docs 
not yield profitable returns for the ani¬ 
mal food consumed .—.Maine Funner.
